The Park Commissioners of this city 
deciare that it ie possible to make of 
Bimini slough one of the most at- 
tractive parkways in the entire world 
and that at a cost ridiculously small 
as compared with that of some of the 
ether famous parks of the country. 
The slough is to be converted into a 
wooded ravine through which will ex- 
tend a brook serving the double pur- 
pese of draining the-surplus water ac- 
cumulating in the winter and of a 
charming landscape feature.

The structure is of 
reinforced concrete construction and 
absolutely fireproof in type.

realize what it means to turn out a 
machine thet is practically perfect. 
You can enter in the heart and life 
of these men ff you are the right 
kind of a mixer. Forget the high- 
brow stuff and knuckle down to the 
realities of life as you are to meet 
men who figure in one of the greatest 
industries known to the industrial 
world. Forget that you ever graduat- 
ed from a university but just remem- 
ber that you are dealing with the 
world’s best mechanicians and that 
the man you meet who may be cov- 
ered with grease, and may be garbed 
in a pair of solled overalis may be a 
Henry Ford or a John N. Willys. 
Take care that you are civil to 
these men. That was my cue as I 
Started and without any of the aire 
or polish that some of us try to as- 
sume I started through that whirr of 
wheels and I saw a 1813 motor car 
brovght out of a masse of iron and 
steel. Yea, it was a miracle, but it 
was worked by men who had studied 
the industry for a decade and they 
were turning out a motor car that 
will stand the test of the most exact- 
ing purchaser.

Both happened to be at Los An- 
geles at the same time, and were 
strangers to each other. 

lt happened one day that a Los 
Angeles garage man introduced the 
young Lansing sales manager to 
Thomas. The taik immediately turned 
t. automobiles; to the demand for 
popular-priced cars, and Chapin made 
the remark—he knew a man who 
had plans for the designing of a pop- 
ular-priced automobile which, if mar- 
keted, would probably be the first 
successful car of that type, for low- 
priced automobiles in those days were 
not perfected to the extent that they 
afte today. Thomas remarked that 
he would like to become interested in 
such a car. ° 
' One thing led to another and be- 
fore Chapin and Thomas departed 
from Los Angeles, they had formulat- 
e4 plans for the Thomas-Detroit Com- 
pany to manufacture the automobile 
designed by Howard B. Coffin.

SELECTING A BITAAARD CUE. 


{ Answers: ] Finding a really good 
billiard cue is largely a matter of luck. 
For instance, Fred Weiss, the Aus- 
tralian player, found his favorite cue 
in the rack of a public billiard-reom 
at Melbourne. 

Out of a dozen cues of precisely the 
same make, size and wWeight,-one will 
be infinitely superior to all the others, 
A Diiliard cue, like a violin, has a 
“soul,” 

However, when choosing a cue, you 
should look for one that is absolutely 
straight, with the grain running 
etraight down the wood. Ash is the 
best wood, except for the splicing of 
the butt, which is usually made of 
ebony. The cue should balance about 
six inches from the end of the butt. 

The nominal weight of a cue is not 
of much importance, as its real 
weight depends on the point of bal- 
ance, but between fifteen and sixteen 
ounces is a good average weight. 

Many players play badly because 
they use a cue that is elther too long 
or too short for their height and 
reach. Make a bridge and, holding 
the cue in the usval way, draw it back 
until the tip’ is about .six inches be- 
yond the bridge hand,

{Hest history, it was not until about 


2860 that Pasteur in his garret lab- 
oratory proved the dependence of fer- 
mentation, putrefaction and decay on 
the presence of minute organisms. 

to this time, as Velpeau remarked, “a 
pin-prick was a door for death.” Al- 
most all surgical wounds suppurated, 
which no one 
could explain or prevent, was so oft- 
en fatal that a conscientious surgeon 
advised his pupils to think ten times 
before undertaking an apparently 
necessary operation. 

Lister, ponderifig over Pasteur's 
discovery, conceived the idea that if 
microbes could be killed or excluded 
from the field of operation, the mor- 
tality and suffering from surgery 
might be reduced. Whereas the 
death rate in compound fracture was 
two out of three before the days of 
antisepeis, today it is less than one in 
fifty; and, whereas in the old days 
operation was followed, as a rule, by 
rotting sores, lockjaw, gangrene and 
by death in an appalling proportion of 
Cases, today with antisepsis the sur- 
geon may open almost any cavity of 
the body, and the wounds will hea! in 
almost every case without @ drop of 
pus.

Forecasting the Weather. 
HE weather forecast used to be given in the 
almanacs and cover the whole round year. 
These almanacs were made by poor modern 
astronomers who followed mostly the system of 
the ancient astrologers. There used to be a 


story current in the world about one of them who . 


was busy casting a horoscope for a half-crown to 
be paid to him by a customer, when his clerk 
asked him what forecast of the weather he should 


ocean to ocean 3000 miles. There is no need of 


any international conventions, treaties or under- | 


standings about taking meteorological observa- 
tions which should cover the whole continent and 
be analyzed and classified by one bureau. 

The laws that govern the weather are exceed- 
ingly broad and difficult to reduce to system. It 
is only after years of observation, analysis and 
classification that our Signal Service is able to 
forecast the weather for more than a few hours 
ahead. Some years ago enough facts had been 
observed and classified to enable the service to 
prognosticate the weather for about thirty-six 
hours ahead, with pretty general accuracy. 

The law by which this is done, deduced from 
a classification of myriads of facts, is like this: 
Most of the weather waves in the atmosphere 
proceed around the globe from west to cast 
following the revolution of the earth These 
meteorological waves come in from the Pacific 
Ocean along the western coast of America and 
sweep across the continent, passing away into 
the Atlantic Ocean on the eastern coast of the 
country. When a ‘storm approachés, or any 
radical change in the weather, its approach from 
the west is signaled to stations in the East and 
in this way its rate of travel is ascertained and 
the stations to the eastward are able to tell about 
when it will reach a given point. 

From further classification of these observed 
facts a law has been worked out to the effect that 
there is a radical change in the atmospheric wave. 
broadly speaking, about once in seven days. So 
far. there are not enough facts at command suffi- 
ciently analyzed and classified to prognosticate 
what the change will be at the end of a seven-day 
period. Perhaps as the department accumulates 
data and analyzes them it may be possible to say 
seven days ahead whether “the next wave will 
bring rain or wind, excessive heat or great frost, 
or whether the new wave will be moderately like 
the one just passing out. 


But now comes an astronomer, a priest belong- 


ing to the Society of Jesus, popularly known as 
Jesuits, a member of the faculty of the Santa 
Clara College, with a new theory of his own 
working out. This reverend father has devoted 
years to the taking of observations, the analyzing 
and classifying of them, and lately he has been 
making forecasts reaching farther and farther 
ahead. 

About the first of September he fore.~ld for the 
period between September 21 and 25 a heat wave 
which was to prove the most excessive of the 
whole year, and to produce a temperature in 
some localities in California which would go near 
to breaking former records. It is remarkable 
how nearly correct this forecast was. In time 
the hot wave arrived a few days ahead of the 
astronomer’s prediction, and in degree of temper- 
ature it corresponded exactly with his prophecy. 

Some of us are disposed to point out the fact 
that September is usually accompanied by the 
hottest weather of the season. But it does not 
seem to us that that is sufficiently established to 
rob this weather prophet of his glory. In the 
first place, the season has been unusually cool, 
and therefore if one were just guessing he would 
hardly have predicted a heat wave of unusual 
severity so late in the season. Again, if it had 
een a guess « world have been unwise to have 
placed it so far down in the month. It appears 
to us that the usual high-temperature wave in 
the month of September comes between the 10th 
and 20th rather than a week later. Another 
thing, this September heat wave is generally con- 
fined to Southern California, and the professor’s 
caloric covered, as he predicted, nearly the whole

The Santa Clara weather prophet bases his 
predictions on facts in the physical universe not 
before thought to be connected with meteorologi- 
cal waves. The sun spots so long observed and 
heretofore so mysterious are the only basis for 
these prognostications. If the reverend scientist 
shall establish the connection of sun spots with 
weather waves, and work out a law by which the 
weather may be predicted weeks ahead, his name 
will be as immortal as that of Herschel or Sir 
Isaac Newton, and he will have rendered a serv- 
ice to humanity that cannot be overestimated.

T COSTS more to live today than it did last 
year, more this century than it did the last, 
and more in our period of time than in any one 
going before it.

Do you realize the 
advancement in the cost of living to that Japa- 
nese boy as an incident of his being permitted to 
reside in this great and prosperous country? If 
he were at home in his own island kingdom he 
would put in just a solid week, including Sunday, 
and about twelve hours each day to lay his hands 
on those seventy cents. He will go away from 

our lawn to your neighbor’s and repeat. Then 

in the afternoon he will shave the beard off of 
two more lawns, and in eight hours he will rake 
in as much good American silver ag he would be 
paid at home for a full month’s services, working 
each day 50 per cent. longer hours than he does 
in this land, where the cost of living is higher for 
this gardener than it is for the nobles of his own 
country. 

Some of these Japanese boys take care of Los 
Angeles lawns by contract, and are paid from $5 
to $20 per lawn. Strike an average of $10 a 
month, and they would easily take care of ten 
lawns and get $100 a month, or as much as they 
could earn at home in about three vears. Natu- 
rally the living of these Japanese costs them a 
good deal more here than there, probably in the 
ratio of about ten to one. oe 

But the Japanese gardener a8 not permit the 
cost of living to run as high agairist him as a good 
many of our people do against them. These little 
brown men from the Orient and their cousins, the 
yellow men from China, while they live better in 
America than some mandarins in their own coun-

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Contradicting a Reporter. By Geo. W. Burton, 


J 
OME careful observer upon the events of life 
has, by reflection, worked out a bit of philosophy 
that is expressed as follows: “Never contradict a 
reporter. If you do he will say something worse.” 

If anyone wants confirmation of this philosophy in 
concrete form, he can get it by reading Charles Dick- | 
ens’s book called “American Notes” and then follow it 
by reading “Martin Chuzzlewit.” 

When “American Notes” first appeared in England 
and was pirated by American publishers, unprejudiced 
people were very much puzzled to comprehend why 
the work aroused such bitter criticism on our side of 
the Atlantic. Dickens’s friends rather mildly apolo- 
gized for the author on the ground that he was pro- 
ducing a book “for home consumption.” I never could 
see any more necessity for the excuse than I could 
discover grounds for the criticism. 

The fact of the matter is “American Notes” were 
generous in their treatment of the new country. They 
begin with laudations of American things as seen in 
Boston, and continue with such praises until the au- 
thor sailed again from New York on his way home. 

There “was satire in the book, of course, and there 
was no doubt room for satire to be found in the man- 
ners of some of our countrymen. But Dickens's treat- 
ment of the foibles of Americans was all the time 
more in the vein of humor, which laughs with the sub- 
jects he is portraying, than of Bostile wit laughing at 
them. 

There is more covert sneering in some articles re- 
cently printed in Harper’s Weekly from the pen of a 
London newspaper writer, Arnold Bennett, aimed at 
American foibles, than in “American Notes” by 
Charles Dickens. I would rather ten times have the 
good-natured, open, honest criticism of “Boz” than the 
thinly-veiled patronage of Bennett. 

Dickens himself could never understand why the 
American people resented so keenly his humorous 
treatment of certain Americans appearing in “Ameri- 
can Notes.” He knew in his heart that he was inno- 
cent of any intention of making a hostile attack upon 
the people generally. He felt it to be unjust to treat 
him with such hostility when he had seen so much in 
the new republic-to admire and expressed his admira- 
tion so enthusiastically. Dickens satirized his own 
people in many of his works far more caustically than 


he did his hosts in the work that gave so much offense. 
In “Pictures from Italy” he was much more severe 
upon the Romans than he was upon the Yankees. — 
But how awfully he “got even” with his critics when 
he came to pen “Martin Chuzzlewit.” He seems to 
have felt that he went too far in his satire upon Amert- 
cans in the new book, for in the preface to it he holds 
out the idea that sending “Martin” to America was an 
afterthought that came into his mind when the story 
had pretty well progressed. It is a known fact that 
the new novel fell dead upon the market in London as 
it came out in serial form, until the chapters appeared 
in which “Martin,” with “Mark Tapley” at his heels, 
encountered the very queer Americans that crowd the 
scenes throughout all the pages that deal with Amer- 
ica. While the Chuzzlewits, Pecksniffs and even 
Sarah Gamp failed to popularize the new novel with 
English readers, and even the “Todgers” boarding- 
house fell flat, “Col. Pawkins” and his hostelry in New 
York, “Judge Pogram” and all the other American 
characters, created a demand for the book that puts 
out of the line of comparison the famous hot cakes at 
breakfast with the thermometer below zero. 

“Martin Chuzzlewit” has always come to my mind 
when I have heard anybody advise not to contradict 
a reporter. It was decidedly a case in which the se- 
quel was worse than the original statement. I think 
Dickens knew what he was doing, and did it “of mal- 
ice prepense.” “Boz” was a pretty thrifty specimen 
of John Bull as found in very commercial London. He 
kept mighty careful accounts with his publishers, and 
saw to it that in every instance he got his pound of 
flesh out of his writings. The portraiture of Amert- 
cans drawn in this book made it very popular with 
English readers, and Dickens’s profits from the pub- 
lication surpassed, I believe, those of any former work. 
So he had two reasons for congratulation, getting even 
with his critics, and making that a source of profit. 

As a student of literature I was very much preju-. 
diced against Charles Dickens, albeit I read every 
book from his pen as rapidly as I could reach them. 
But I always perused the stories with an undercur- 
rent of hostility funning through my mind. It was 
something like Homer Davenport's caricatures of 
Mark Hanna. You disapproved the grossness of the 
libel while admiring the cleverness of the treatment. 
“Martin Chuzzlewit” was to me the climax of the

So wrote a beautiful woman, a faithful wife, a de- 
voted mother, and a noble queen—Queen Luise of 
Prussia. 

“He who loves, lives—and omly he; that is my motto; 
with it I live and die.” : 

She truly, passionately loved her husband, her chil- 
dren, and her country. This was her life. 

Queen Luise was a woman whose character glorifies 
the history of Prussia—one of the clearest, brightest 
stars that shine in its firmament of illustrious men and 
noble women. 

The dawning of her life was glorious as a June morn- 
ing. She was born in a home of wealth and refinement, 
-the daughter of Duke Karl of Mecklenburg-Strelitz and 
the Princess Friederike Karoline Luise of Hesse Darm- 
stadt, in Hanover, on the tenth of March, 1776. 

It was a restless time in the world for a baby girl 
to enter it, even in a home intrenched in wealth and 
station and privilege. Over the western sea a mighty 
nation was struggling in its birth throes. Nearer her 
home, the poorest, most oppressed peasants in Europe 
were blindly making ready, without knowing it, to tear 
down a throne builded on privilege; with their naked 
hands to destroy a kingdom and an aristocracy, and 
without knowing how, to rule themselves better than 
any king could govern them. Just across the Rhine, 
unseen in the heavens, black clouds of war were gather- 
ing that would overshadow all Europe for years, and 
rain defeat and humiliation upon Prussia. :

It 
naturally followed that she should meet the Crown 
Prince, Friederich Wilhelm. 

There was no need for diplomatic guidance. The 
Crown Prince, who was 22, fell in love with her at 
sight. “I will marry her,” he declared impetuously, the 
day following their first meeting, “or no one else in the 
world!” The princess was just as much in love, and 
the course of their mutual attachment flowed smoothly 
as a dream. Their betrothal was celebrated on the 
twenty-fourth of April, 1793, in Darmstadf. 

How happy she was, let one of her own love letters 
to her prince, in her own spirit of girlish hapiness, tell: 

“I do nothing but sing and dance, so that every one 
thinks the heat must have affected me. I shall be 80 
happy at our next meeting that I believe I shall be 
capable, like the daughter of Herodias, of dancing a solo 
before the whole army, to the tune of ‘Tf it could only 
always, always last!’

It will show areas where 
there is great danger of fires starting, such as the vi- 
cinity of a logging operation, along a railroad, in a 
community of malcontents, near frequented camping 
grounds. It will show other areas where much. dam- 
age will be done if fire gets in, such as a logging slash, 
or a windfall. ;

Desiccated vegetables have proved a great boom to 
the navy. They are prepared without the use of high 
temperatures, which would drive off the volatile oils 
and others that have given them flavor. Taken in the 
fresh state, they are spread on trays and placed on 
small cars in a tunnel, through which a current of mod- 
erately warm dry air is kept continually passing. The 
air sucks the moisture out of them until they are re- 
duced to absolute dryness, incidentally reducing their 
bulk, so that a pound of spinach thus treated equals 
eighteen pounds of fresh spinach; a pound of onions, 
fourteen pounds of fresh; a pound of potatoes seven 
pounds of fresh; and a pound of soup greens, thirty-two 
pounds of the fresh article. There is no alteration in 
flavor, and the material, packed in tin boxes with screw 
tops, keeps indefinitely. 


Vegetable Revivified. 


When wanted for use, cold water is poured over the 
dried vegetables, and in three hours they are ready to 
be cooked. In effect, they are fresh vegetables which 
have been held for a time in a water-free state. The 
cranberries and soup-greens are particularly good. Po- 
tatoes do not respond to the process so satisfactorily, 
and are pronounced only passable. But this new idea 
has revolutionized to a great extent the diet of the 
navy, and one of its advantages is that the vegetables 
preserved in such fashion occupy comparatively little 
room. 

Since time immemorial beans have been a favorite 
article of diet of sailors, both in soup and baked with 
salt pork. On every warship in the navy they are 
served twice a week for breakfast, Sunday and Wednes- 
day. So-far as they are concerned no improved method 
of cookery has been evolved in centuries. Even to 
this day, for the preparation of baked beans, the old-

The Pennsylvania will have two kitchens, as is cus- 
tomary on board of a warship—the crew's galley and 
the officers’ galley. ‘The latter, of course, will be much 
smaller than the other. Twenty-five officers will com- 
pose the wardroom mess. The junior officers’ mess 
will number fifteen, and the twelve warrant officers will 
have, as is usual, a mess of their own. The captain 
messes all by himself, being in this particular highly 
exclusive. On the other hand, the admiral, when the 
vessel is serving as a flagship, will mess with nine of- 
ficers who compose his personal staff. Each of these 
messes will have a pantry of its own, with a steam 
table.

With a total “family” numbering 48,000 to provide 
-for, the United States navy is obliged to tackle the 
housekeeping problem in accordance with very scien- 
tific methods. It is necessary that the entire fighting 
.force shall be kept in a state of the highest efficiency, 
and to this end it must be well fed. The food must 
be not only adequate in quantity, but appetizingly 
cooked and served. To the men is allowed by law a 
certain ration. The warrant officers get the samé ra- 
tion, and likewise the chaplain. But all of the commis- 
sioned officers, except the chaplain, are obliged to sub- 


sist themselves. Bach of their messes chooses one of | 


its own number for a certain period as caterer, and he 
draws the supplies, rendering his accounts to the mess, 
which “chips in” to meet the bills. 

| All of the food supplies are originally bought by the 
Navy Department under definite specifications. Bids 
‘are invited, and the edibles being purchased in enor- 
‘mous quantities, they are obtained at the most whole- 
sale of wholesale rates. The chief distributing center 


each warship who has charge’ of all such supplies, 
which he receives in bulk, and of him is required a 
careful accounting for everything delivered to him, 
down to the last pound of flour and tin of vegetables. 
As one may well imagine, his job on a great battleship 
‘such as the Pennsylvania is no sinecure. 

On every holiday, such as Christmas or Thanksgiving, 
|a special effort is made to give a feast fitting the occa- 
son. The dinner, menu is as elaborate as circumstances 
permit—-depending mainly on distance to the nearest 
market for fresh provisions. The statutes allow the 
issue of chicken or turkey in place of other meat on 
such holiday. The small savings of the messes are 
lavishly contributed, and for additional luxuries drafts 
/are made upon the “entertainment allotment,” accrued 
from the slight profits on sales from the paymaster’s 
stores.

[Youth's Companions:] The occurrence of mysteri- 
ous detonations in various parts of the world has 
long puzzle@ investigators.

The 
noises seem to be especially common in Au% 
tralia, where they are known as “desert sounds,”

Dr. J. D. Cleland of New South 
Wales has summarized the various explanations of the 
phenomena. The theories that have found most favor 
attribute the sounds to surf-rollers, the falling-in of 
river-banks, earthquakes, and to the sudden splitting of 
rocks intensely heated by the sun. The last explana- 
tion seems the most plausible in the case of the desert 
sounds of Australia, which occur at long distances 
from the sea. As Dr. Cleland suggests, “The 
association of the sounds with desert regions may be 
due merely to the absence there of other sounds with 
which they might be blended, or of human activities 
to which they might be attributed.” | 


Mount Everest’s Varying Height. 

{Chicago Tribune:] The discovery that the Eiffe' 
Tower in Paris varies in height according to the tem- 
perature of the air elicits a still more remarkable piece 
of information of the same sort. 

It appears that Mt. Everest, still believed to be the 
highest mountain in the world, varies in altitude from 
time to time as much as 800 feet. During the daytime 
the snows will often melt to that extent on the summit 
of the mountain between sunrise and sunset. On the 
other hand, often between sunset and sunrise the 
mountain will regain 300 feet in a single night. 

Therefore the figure given in the georgraphies of 29- 
002 feet for Everest’s altitude is a mere rovgh average. 
Col. Burrard, who has made a study of the subject, says 
that the officers of the Indian survey place the mountain 
somewhere between 28,7000 29,150 feet in height, 
and decline to guess any closer. ,

Does It Pay? 


Whether it pays or not to keep poultry as a family | 
asset depends upon the keeper, and what he _ con- 
siders pay. When feed is high and eggs are scarce 
is a good time to decide matters. Pay for keeping 
‘hens lies in different returns. If one feeds intelli- 
gently, gets a few eggs when eggs are very high and 
many when they are cheap, he will get a Ml and not 
want many when they are scarce. If he sells the 
eggs the year round he will come out even, money | 
being a pay for eggs. It may be a delightful pastime ; 
to care for hens. A fresh egg to boil any time of 


he claims to have for sale. We must be generous in 
the start and consider ourselves as mechanics, good 
or bad, or not at all. It is more work for a good 
breeder to breed poorly than for him to breed well, 
and there is but one incentive. When we buy a poor 
hen for a big price of a first-class breeder we are in- 
variably running the little egg machine poorly. The 
environment of the hen is everything if you possess 
the well-bred hen. She must not run far. Her pen 
must be small, must have stnshine and shade for her 
use. The ground must be spaded and soft all the time, 
and never any filth spaded into it. She must work 
for a living a certain amount, but the living must be 
put in her pen. Her food must be the kind that keeps 
her egg machine in fine order. One must study foods 
and get facts from those who have studied a long 
time. One must never serve anything to a hen which 
she can’t use in egg-laying, and there is no sense in 
pitying a confined, well-bred hen. She is happier than 
a barnyard fowl, in her fine shelter, and lives longer, 
is prettier, and carries in her eggs certainty of quality. 


Be Sure and Start Right. 


One who is going to keep a few hens because it is 
a family economy may think it does not matter much 
about the stock he buys so long as it is an economy 
fowl. What constitutes an economy fowl has not 
been decided upon by experienced caretakers. In 
fact, it all depends upon conditions that will surround 
the fowls, and the caretaker is a first consideration. 
Do not imagine that any old hen, big and hungry, will 
lay big eggs often and make a fine family roast finally. 
Do not imagine that you can buy a fine mixed flock of 
fowls from a crate in a provision store. Do not let 


anybody persuade you that a mixed, common lot of

ENS ARE egg machines to a poultry mechanic. 
With a good heredity behind them and a proper 
environment serving a special nutrition about 
them, hens are obliged to lay eggs. It is no small 
thing for a hen to have a good heredity, however, and 
poultry mechanics are made upon people who have 
inherited splendid common sense. Not anybody and 
everybody runs a machine well. A person who can’t 
- drive a tack straight, after trying a dozen times, should 
conclude his sense of cause and effect is deficient and 
that mechanics is net for him a line of profitable en- 
deavor. The poultry business for profit is a line of 
mechanics. — 

The hen that is an egg machine has been bred from 
laying mothers back several generations. The wild 
hen is obliged to lay only in the springtime environ- 
ment. In breeding up the egg machine the poultry 
mechanic has considered springtime environmnt upon 
the wild hen and by confining his hen has endeavored 
to put a springtime environment continuously about 
her. A third generation for this hen for the same

One must study foods 

and get facts from those who have studied a long 

time. One must never serve anything to a hen which 

she can’t use in egg-laying, and there is no sense in 

pitying a confined, well-bred hen. She is happier than 

a barnyard fowl, in her fine shelter, and lives longer, 

is prettier, and carries in her eggs certainty of quality. 


One who is going to keep a few hens because it is 

a family economy may think it does not matter much 

about the stock he buys so long as it is an economy 
: fowl. What constitutes an economy fowl has not 
been decided upon by experienced caretakers. In 
fact, it all depends upon conditions that will surround 

the fowls, and the caretaker is a first consideration. 

Do not imagine that any old hen, big and hungry, will 

lay big eggs often and make a fine family roast finally. 

Do not imagine that you can buy a fine mixed flock of 

fowls from a crate in a provision store. Do not let 

anybody persuade you that a mixed, common lot of 

hens will lay just as many and more eggs than pure 

bred hens, and be just as good eating. It is not true. 

The breeder who breeds fancy fowls does not get 

fancy fowls from every egg, but he gets ‘fine stock

Of a sudden somebody who works only for cold money 
as an exchange will perhaps persuade the caretaker 
he is foolish to work nights and mornings just to 
let-a few hens eat their heads off. Many a caretaker, 
seeing other people able to leave home any time 
with nothing left calling, resolves to sell off 
backyard pets and quit farming poultry. He puts 
table waste into the ash barrel to be carted off, 
cleans up his back yard with a new sauce of econ- 
omy. For one long year he comes down to the level 
of his fellow adviser, and when he realizes the come 
down and poverty of a laborer’s family without hens, 
he starte in at once again. And he knows how to 
start in and realizes that cold money is only one 
small item which poultry keeping involves. , 


Anxious Times,

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Apple Growing. 
A SKETCH OF THE INDUSTRY IN THIS 
STATE. 


By Edwin F. Schallert. 
Ww N CERTAIN sections of California the apple reaches 
] a high degree of perfection. Taken altogether, how- 
ever, the area suitable for the commercial producing 
of the fruit is somewhat limited, and the regions to 
which it is best adapted stand out quite distinctly. 

The home of the apple in California is the Pajaro 
Valley, and there the major portion of the crop is 
raised. About 10,000 to 15,000 acres is cultivated te the 
fruit, and the principal varieties produced are those 
which are famous for their value in fall and winter 
shipments—-the Yellow Bellefleur and the Yellow New- 
town Pippin. These two varieties are sent up and 
down the Coast, across the Rockies to the East, and 
even over the waters to England. But, of the two, the 
Newtown Pippin is probably more extensively used for 
distant shipment. 

The Pajaro Valley apple crop now amounts to about 
3000 to 4000 cars a year, beside 1000 to 2000 cars of by- 
products. The value of this output is between $2,000,- 
000 and $2,500,000. Among the by-products are in- 
cluded dried and canned apples, cider, vinegar, etc., and 
probably during an average year no less than 2,000,000, 
to 2,500,000 boxes of apples, such as a person sees on 
the market, are shipped out. 

Strange to say a great part of the Pajaro, Valley 
apple crop is handled for market by Dalmatians and 
Slavonians, who have been in the valley ever since com- | 
mercial growing of the fruit began. which was prob- 
ably about ten or fifteen years ago. There are about 
sixty or eighty firms who buy up crops for a period of 
years, and pick and pack the fruit. As the retirns 
from the output are variable, these Dalmatians and Sla- 
vonians do not always make a fortune out of the apple 
business, but sometimes have to dig down in their 
pockets to pay deficits. They take their defeats as well 
as their victories very stolidly, however. If the year is 
bad they probably eat a meal less a day. Sometimes 
one of them will have a run of poor luck and will have 
to go out of business. In this case he will work for one 
of his countrymen until he is able to make a new start. 
When short of money these foreigners will oftentimes 
tide themselves over by paying installments with the 
returns which they succeed in getting from rushing 
thre fall crop to the markets in Los Angeles. This some’ 
times causes an over-supply of apples in this city, end 
consequently makes the fruit very cheap. 


The perfecting of the methods of storing apples as 
well as the increasing Coast population are enabling the 
packers to handle the crop more profitably every year. 
On the other hand the increase in the apple production 
of the Northwest will make competition pretty strong. 
It is of great importance then that a more extensive 
outside market should.be built up for the apple, for 
‘at the present time the principal trade is in the larger 
cities on the Coast. However, apples are going forward 
to the East in increasing quantities, because of the de- 
mand for the fine fruit produced at certain seasons of 
the year. | 

The storing methods have been perfected such a 
degree that apples can now be kept even until 
July. This enables those engaged in the distribution 
of the product to pick and choose where and when they 
will ship. This, as is well known, is an important ad- 


It is interesting to note the difference between the 
modern methods of keeping apples in storing houses, 


covering up apples with leaves and sprinkling them with 
water now and then if too dry. This latter plan proves 
very effective where the fruit is only to be preserved for 
home use, and it will keep until spring, but where a 
commercial crop is to be held over, all the conveniences 
of the modern storing house are necessary. A good cir- 
culation of air and freedom from extremes of tempera- 
ture are essential in the construction of the buildings. 


Cultural Demands of the Apple. 


The apple desires nothing more than the happy 
medium. It prefers a soil which is not too heavy nor 
too light, and one that is not‘too easily drained, nor in 
which water is likely to remain. It thrives in localities 
where thére are no extremes of temperature, although 
it will endure more cold than heat. Above all it does

cipal variety cultivated in the Sebastopol section is the 
Gravenstein, and its fruit is of very fine flavor, having 
a strong bouquet, while the trees are very thrifty. 

In the Sonoma county district is also raised an apple 
known as the Fort Ross or Russian apple, which is 
probably a grafted descendant of the variety introduced 
by the Russians when they landed at Ft. Ross in 
Mendocino county about 1812. 

The Yucaipa Valley and Oak Glen districts, which 
are steadily coming into prominence, yielded an output 
of some 200 cars last year, valued probably around 
$50,000. Fine red apples, including the Jonathans, 
Rome Beauties and Winesaps, are grown extensively. 
The Julian district, located in the mountains of San 
Diego county, is producing good apples for distant ship 
ment, 

Of course, these do not by any means include all the 
apple sections in the State. In fact, considering the 
peculiar demands which it makes in climatic and soil 
conditions the apple is very widely grown. It is prob- 
able that many of the coast regions, which now pro 
duce only small crops, will gradually expand their 
apple territory, as better facilities are provided for 
taking care of the output. Apple cultivation has within 
recent years been receiving more attention than at any 
time in the past, probably because of the fact that the 
demand outside of the State itself is steadily growing 
stronger. 

The history of the apple in California is very much 
like that of the other standard fruits, like cherries, 


known the firat grafted trees introduced into the State 
were apples. 

Although grown extensively at the missions the apple 
did. not survive as well as the pear, and those who 
visited the orchards shortly before the gold fever of 
1849 found that although the trees were still in existence, 
their fruit was of very inferior quality.

HE fall of the year is with us, and with that sea- 
son comes the settlers’ movement, when the rail- 
put in force low rates from the Middle West 
Coast, resulting in an annual influx of about 590,- 
000 additions to the population. A similar movement 
the spring brings perhaps as many more.

This all has a very intimate and powerful influence 
ip the mMmdustrial progress of ali the western country 
year by year. It means not only a steady stream of 
population, but accompanying that comes a stream of 
new capital. The new settlers must have lodgings of 
some kind, and most of them want settled homes. This 
means new furniture in most instances and additional 
customers for all the business establishments on the 
spot. In the long run (and not very long at that) it 
means the establishment of new business of all 
kinds. It is accompanied by the subdivision of the 
land into smaller holdings, with a larger production 
per acre from better tilth and more care. This it is

the Diplomatic Corps in Washington: even the 
thoughts of “going home” possess little attraction, so 
thoroughly do they love the Capitol City. Diplomatic 
life has been described as nomadic, and the youngsters 
dread these changes as much as the other members of 
the family, for the freedom and spontaneity of Ameri- 
can life are most attractive to those who have been 
accustomed to the restrictions of a foreign court where 
rigid rules and formal etiquette prevail. Where neces- 
sary removals occur, and the children leave the coun- 
try, others take their places immediately, for few of 
the homes among the foreign representatives are child- 
less. The boys and girls, like their parents, have lit- 
tle coteries of playmates from the embassies and lega- 
tions, as well as the school friends and everyday ac- 
quaintances of American-born youngsters.

Moreover, the Grohmannspitze, as 
Faith, upholds the simile well, for the man who climbs 
its shattered face trusts more to faith than to secure 
abiding-places for hand or foot. “Hope springs eternal” 
with the climber of the Funffingerspitze, to Enclishmen 
the best known and most famous of the Dolomites, for, 
however steep and threatening its beetling cliffs, the

Should Clergymen Smoke? 
ARTICLE TWO. 


The interest manifested in the opinions of leading 
clergymen in reference to smoking, as expressed in the 
previous article, is such as to warrant a continuance of 
the list. As previously stated, many of these men have 
crossed the Great Divide, but thelr opinions so force- 
fully expressed still linger with us. 

Rey. Thomas Armitage, D.D., New York: It is neither 
better nor worse in the sight of God for clergymen to 
smoke tobacco than it is for other men to do this. I 
have no experience on this subject, having never tasted 
tobacco in any form. In early life I read many essays 
on the subject from the ablest pens, all showing that its 
effects upon the animal and mental nature were in- 
jurious, and so I eschewed it forever. There is some- 
thing so unclean, morbid, and adverse to the daily life 
of the Lord Jesus in the practice of smoking, chewing 
or snuffing tobacco, that the very thought of associating 
the Son of God therewith would be scouted by the slaves 
And yet, 
many of His ambassadors quite excuse themselves in 
preaching His Gospel from mouths and throats saturated 
with this filthy product. As a rule, ministers will 
palliate their conduct in the use of tobacco by some 
semi-olemn or even commie joke, which may suffice to 
hoodwink themselves to the evils of the offensive prac- 
tice, but such trash never hoodwinks either the holy God 
or sensible men. This is a mere wockery of their own 
shame, Adam Clark severely reproved two of his 
brethern for their smoking. “Yes, Doctor,” they said, 
“we are burning our idols.” “Brethern,” replied the in- 
dignant commentator, “if you want to please the devil 
better than by burning your idols, offer him, I pray you, 
a roast pig stuffed with your tobacco; it will be the 
most delicious sacrifice that you can devote to him.” 

There are plenty of Christian men, and I fear, clergy- 
men, too, who spend more money every year ruining

One cannot move a muscle until an order is sent 
out over a motor nerve commanding it to move. 
Practically, therefore, the motor nerve force is to the 
body what steam force is to an engine. The engine 
may have a full head of steam in the boiler, but if it 
cannot-be gotten into the cylinders the engine is dead 
or paralyzed; or, if by the slipping of the eccentric, 
which frequently happens, only a part of the steam 
gets into the cylinder, the consequence is the 
engine is weakened, or its power cut off to that extent. 
So it is with the pinching of the motor nerve. 

If all nerve impulses, or force, are shut off from a 
muscle, that muscle is paralyzed; or, if a part of the 
impulse, or force, is shut off, the muscle is weakened. 
We see examples of this in many people in the break- 
ing down of the arch of the foot. 

It often occurs that a single fiber of a motor nerve 
will be pinched where it comes out from the spine or 
between two hardened tissues and, as there are no 
sensory fibers in most of the motor nerves, it Cannot, 
in fact, it does not, cause pain until it gets to its desti- 
‘Ration, when and where it comes to the surface and 
connects with the sensory nerve at that point. There- 
fore, in many cases, where there is pain in the toes, 
calf of the leg or knee, the seat of the trouble is not 
there, but up in the hip or the lower part of the spine, 
where the nerve leaves the spinal cord. Many per- 
sons have had the leg amputated above the knee to get 
rid of pain in the knee when the trouble was caused by 
pressure on the nerve somewhere between knee and 
brain. Thousands of persons have been operated 
upon for appendicitis because the twelfth dorsal nerve, 
which comes to the surface over the appendix, was 
pinched by the slipping of the twelfth dorsal vertebra 
or a twist of the twelfth rib. 

Many cases of sciatic rheumatism are caused by 
the slipping of the innominate bone where it joins or 
connects with the sacrum, thus putting the sciatic 
nerve on a strain. Also many cases of so-called 
rheumatism, neuritis and neuralgia are simply caused 
by a pressure of a nerve between two hard substances. 

An overworked muscle will contract and in so doing 
it shortens, thickens and hardens. When it shortens 
ft must draw closer together the bones te which it 
is attached and, thereby, pinches the nerves and blood 
vessels passing between them, thus interfering with 


| the circulation of the blood and the nervé force. 


Catching the Fever of Youth. 


T’S in the air. It’s a microbe worth catching. It’s 
contagious. It seems to be most prevalent at the 
present time among “the boys” in the sixties. Smith, 
the G.A.R. runner, at 66, has it and thrives upon it. 
Another comrade of 68 had it, but the germ failed to 
germinate sufficiently for him to hold out against 
Smith. The editor of this page, nearing 66, has had 
it quite a while and intends to cultivate it more and 
more as the years go by. And now comes along a 
City Attorney named Jackson, who also has the fever 
and setfds in “A few health notes by a boy of 67 
years.” This is the way he encourages the germ: 
“No stimulants of any kind; not even tea, coffee, choc- 
olate or its derivative cocoa. No meat, except occa- 
Sionally, bacon. No drink except fruits in the morn- 
ing—and all fruits are eaten in the morning under the 
adage of ‘golden in the morning, silver at noon, leaden 
at night. Why the last? Because the kidneys are 
kept working, and this disturbs rest—not only of the 
kidneys, but of the whole system. I eat but two meals 
a day—all kinds of vegetables: olive oil for fat food, 
except when substituting fresh toasted peanuts or raw 
walnuts. I eat best patent-flour bread or rolls, some- 
times substituting corn gems or créam of wheat. At 
the beginning of the meal I select what and how much 
to eat, and make it a rule to rise from the fable still 
hungry. After eating, I take a ten minutes’ rest on a 
couch. As for bathing, I take a tepid scrub daily, from 
head to foot, with soap and water, using a long-han- 
died flesh brush, followed by cloth and fresh, cool 
water; then a brisk rub with bath towel, daily syring- 
ing with hot water of ears within, and rostrils. I have 
no use for a bath tub, although I have a modern bath- 
room—no one can be clean without a brush—scrub 
with soap and water. z 

“For the sake of cleanliness 1 use a warm-water 
enema after each bowel operation—never before. I 
sleep out of doors the year round, either on screened- 
in veranda or in a tent. At night I wear foot muffs. 
I rest the feet several times daily by slipping off my 
shoes for a few moments. I never have a cold; take 
plenty of time to eat and always masticate my food 
thoroughly; have no rheumatism; feel as young as 
ever; rise early, work in the garden before breakfast, 
and often sprint for the car.” — 

The foregoing is interesting; it is more, it is full 
of good points. Some of us may not be willing to ac- 
cept his formula in toto, but there is enough that is 
thoroughly practicable—and some things rather novel 
and original, I may say—thoroughly Jacksonian. 

To me, fruit is never anything but golden if eaten 
alone. There is no tax on the kidneys; nothing that 
would in any way disturb sleep—as far as the kid- 
neys are comeefned. The unrest, if any, would come 


from the stomach. I eat fruit just before retiring, say

A Good Word for Peas.. 


R. TILDEN of Stuffed Club fame was asked to ex- 
plain why a pig, a chicken, a fish and a duck fed on 


nothing but peas would result in the pig producing 


pork; the chicken, feathers; the fish, scales; and the 
duck, quills. 

There is nothing so marvelous about this as there 
would be if the pig produced feathers, or the chicken 
produced pork or the fish grew quills and the duck 
produced scales. But Dr. Tilden came to the front 
with the only logical reasoning from a food viewpoint. 
“The human body requires albumen, fats and carbo- 
hydrates and in addition thereto salts, such as pot- 
ash, soda, lime, iron, magnesia, phosphorus, sulphur, 
silica, and chlorine; also air and water, which turnish 
oxygen and hydrogen. Peas contain all these ele- 
ments and, when fed to man, he builds his body; the 
animals mentioned in the inquiry, do likewise. It re- 
quires the same elements to build hair bristles, 
feathers, quills and scales that build the hair and 
nails on man’s body.” 

The bodies of all animal life are made up of cells; 
each celi has the power of reproducing itseif. The 
cells that go to make up feathers, nails or hair have 
the power of reproducing themselves and, when peas 
are eaten they are digested, taken into the body and 
become blood. As the blood circulates throughout the 
pody and contains all the elements required by the 
body to build up every part, the different cells attract 
from the blood the elements peculiar and necessary 
to their growth. 

If the peas happen to be grown on soil that is defi- 
cient in any of the important tissue-salts, the pigs 
will not grow perfect hoofs and bristles, the chicken 
will have faulty feathers, the fish will have imperfect 
scales, and the duck’s quills will be brittle and devoid 
of sheen; while the human animal will have faulty 
adornments—hair, teeth, skin, eyes. In other words, 


an animal to be perfect must have perfect food—a _ 


food furnishing all the elements necessary for perfect 
growth. Plants, in fact all vegetable life, suffers in 
the same way. Health and beauty depend on a well- 


balanced food supply—-a food furnishing the primary 


elements in a digestible form. 

Food, as we know it, does not become a part of our 
bodies, as such; but the digestive fluids dissolve and 
set free the elements; then the various tissues of the 
body are furnished the primary elements necessary 
for their cell growth. In this’ manner albumen never 
enters the blood as albumen—only the elemental! con- 


stituents are used; hence the body can get these ele- 


ments out of any food containing them—from eggs 
to dried herring, from peas to alfalfa. .

“Before going to bed again, I take four pellets from 
my little homeopathic bottle of aconite—number three 
dilution—to keep the head clear for the night, and go 
back to bed. The whole process may have taken some- 
thing like an hour. But it is an hour spent better than 
in thrashing about the béd, working up a fever, and 
perhaps becoming really tll by morning. This is the 
way a good many sicknesses start. ! 

“If the body has perspired freely during the day, and 
you lie down without bathing, the pores are more or 
less clogged, and the sleep is disturbed in consequence. 
If you have indulged in some gastronomic indiscretion 
at dinner, so that the food is not well] digested, new 
can yow expect to sleep with nature busily trying to 
combat the effects of something which has become a 
poison to the system? And when the nasal passages 
are stopped up, either an insufficiency of air is supplied 
to the lungs—which is sure to disturb the sleep—or 
the mouth is forced open, when the impurities in- 
breathed will also disturb the sleep. The trouble may 
have been caused by an excess of mental activity; but 
in this event, the subject does not usually get to sleep; 
in the first place; although he may do so, through ex- 
haustion, the over-stimulation of the brain disturbing 
the slumbers later. The trouble, too, may be conges- 
tive for various reasons. 

“Whatever the cause, the uerves are wrought upon, 
and when the nerves are unquiet, sleep is out of the 
question. There is little doubt that many of the 
nervous affections which grow upon people with their 
years, until they develop a good and sufficient case of 
diseased nerves, and a shelf full of bromides and other 
nerve quieters and brain stupefiers, are due primarily 
to some such trivial cause as stopped nostrils or de- 
flayed digestion, which might have been remedied in 
the first place through some simple means. The worst, 
of it is that later on, after some nerve drug habit may 
have become established, and when the real cause of 
the sleeplessness may have been corrected, the nerves 
have grown to depend upon the drug, and there is no 
breaking of the habit by anything but the strongest 
will.

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Exercises For Invalids. 
They May Be Taken Lying Down When 


It Becomes Necessary. | 
BY GENEVIEVE FARNELL-BOND. 


HEN one has become thoroughly run down phys- 

ically it becomes a matter of some difficulty to find 
the way back to health and strength. The writer once 
had a patient in charge who had “gone to pieces” on 
the shoal of nervous prostration. Whenever she at- 
tempted to stand up, her knees would knock together, 
and she would collapse. There was nothing for her 
but té6 remain in bed. The obstinacy of the case proved 
rather discouraging, and we were somewhat at a loss 
to know just what todo. Finally we put the patient into 
a taxi, drove to the train, and were soon down beside 
the sea, in a little cottage with an upstairs porch, where 
we put the patient to bed. She fussed and fumed about 
being put out in the night air to sleep, bu‘ covered up 
snugly, she awoke in the morning much refreshed. 


it was a real, not a simulated weakness. 

We induced her to don a gymnasium costume, and 
contrived a set of exercises that could be taken without 
the patient arising from her bed. At first she did not 
have the strength to even go through these. And 60 
we commenced in this wise: While the patient lay 
perfectly flat upon her back, hands down at her sides, 
and feet together, we took both of her hands, and with 
the arms held straight, brought them up equidistant 
from each other, until perpendicular, and then lowered 
them in the same way. This was repeated, with rez- 
ular movements. Next we brought the arms on back 
until they were extended straight above the head, par- 
allel "with the body. The next movement was bringing 
them up each side, until extended sidewise parallel with 
the shoulders, repeating the movement.. Then they were 
brought up over the head. Then, keeping the elbows 
close to the sides, the hands were brought up and back 
to the shoulders, then down, and repeating. Keeping 
the elbows to the sides, the hands are brought up side- 
wise to the shoulders repeatedly. 

The fright leg, held straight, is brought up until per- 
pendicular, then let down, the other leg being exercised 
similarly, and so on. Then the right foot is drawn up 
until it touches the body, then extended straight, the 


The soles of the feet are placed toe to toe, and heel 
to heel, and drawn up as close as may be to the body, 
with the bended knees spread apart. The knges are 
brought up together, then spread, repeating. Next, with 
the feet and legs held close together, the knees are 
bent, drawing the feet up to the body, the body is 
raised, holding the shoulders to the bed. The clasped 
hands are put behind the head, assisting in raising the 
head as far forward as possible, then letting it down, 
and repeating. This sends a stimulus down the entire 
spine, where it is needed in nervous disorder. : 

The patient now lies on one side, perfectly straight. 
raising the arm and leg outward and up as far as pos- 
sible, then dropping, and nepeating. The upper leg is 
then worked up and down, pump fashion, bending the 
knee, in front of the body. Then turning to the other 
side, the other arm and leg are similarly exercised. 
Next, lying on the stomach, with the face to one side, 
legs and arms extended straight down, the shoulders 
are brought back toward each other, as far and as vig- 
orously as possible. Then the arms are extended 
straight from the shoulders either side, and thrown 
back as far as possible. Next, each foot is thrown 
back alternately from the knee, until it touches the 
body. The hands are extended straight above the head, 
palms down, on the bed, then brought slowly down, not 
bending at the elbow, raising the body. ‘ 

Another good exercise is working and wriggling the 
shoulders and the upper part of the body, on the axis 
of the spine, thereby stimulating the circulation in that 

It was not long before the patient’s knees, and all 
other parts of her body began to strengthen, and she 
soon discarded the bed, and started on the morning 
walks which had been planned for her. At the end of 
three weeks she was rosy and active, and anxious to 
get back to her regular duties. ee 


chickens, and small boys, to say nothing of being too 
near to street sounds. The porch may be at the side of 
the house if your place is large and the neighbors far 
away, but the best location is at the back—here the 
greatest privacy is secured. Of course, the placing of 
the porch depends largely on the arrangement of the 
bedrooms. If each chamber ig to have its porch, you 
must tuek them into angles in such a way as to get 
the greatest privacy—and the least sunrise. The south- 
ern or western exposure has disadvantages during the 
few hot months, but the sun has usually set some hours 
before bedtime, and the evening breeze has cooled the 
porch considerably. At any rate, what heat there is 
during the early night, is a small matter compared to the 
early morning glare which one gets on an eastern porch. 
The northern exposure avoids both of these difficulties, 
but is the least warm in winter and early spring.

Something About Fish. ? 

[New York Tribune:] As regards the possible dan- 
gers from eating fish, all authorities seem to agree that 
if reasonable precautions are observed in buying and 
preparing the fish no bad results will follow. When fish 
is very fresh the gills are bright red and the eyes pro- 
trude, but these signs disappear after the fish has been 
out of its native element for only a few hours, and it is | 
still good to eat, though it may have suffered a slight 
change in flavor. When there is the slightest disagree- 
able odor about fisty or its flesh is not firm it is no longer 
fit for food. 

Fish which has been frozen should be cooked imme- 
diately upon*being thawed, because ptomaines are more 
likely to form in frozen fish if it is allowed to stand after 
being thawed, Canned fish should never be allowed to 
remain long in the can after opening but should be used 
at once. There is danger from the combined action of 
the can contents and oxygen of the air upon the lead 
of the solder or upon thie can itself. : 


Man the “Salt of the Earth.” 


{New York Sun:] Is man the salt of the earth? 
Woman, according.-to the latest scientific conclusion, is 
man’s inferior because of the smaller percentage of 
chloride of sodium in her blood. 

In other words, the blood of the male is more salt 
than that of the female, and observation of animal life 
shows that the more salt there is in the blood the higher 
the intélligence and general development. 

Woman, it is declared, is inferior to man in everything 
—dintelligence, reason and physical force. The indict- 
ment is even more severe. The facial angle of the fe- 
male, it is stated, more closely resembles that of the 
higher animals than does that of the male, while 
women’s senses are less keen than those of the man and 
she feels pain less.
